A SHOPKEEPER has been 
left shocked after thugs 
smashed into her shop 
and caused thousands of 
pounds of damage. 

Police have now released 
CCTV images of the early 
morning raid on Saturday, 
March 9 at A Most 
Marvellous Place To Shop, 
in Kettering Road, which 
cost the owner nearly 
£5,000. 

Gill Burgess, 53, recalls 
how she discovered a safe 
containing £200 had been 
stolen, the £3,000 comput¬ 


er system destroyed and a 
charity box was missing. 

She said: “They smashed 
through the front door. 
They smashed our com¬ 
puter system and tried to 
flood the shop by putting 
towels in the sinks. 

“They also stole the 
Crazy Hats charity box.” 

Gill was inspired to open 
the shop two and a half 
years ago shortly after the 
death of her father, and her 
mother became blind from 
a degenerative disease. 

“It was a real shock to see 
the damage. It’s upsetting 
to find your place in disar¬ 


ray. 

“We had to pay for the 
damage ourselves as we 
are not covered for floods. 

“But the most upsetting 
thing was that they took 
the charity box. How low 
can you get?” 

Gill was also surprised 
that the offenders fled car¬ 
rying the safe. 

She added: “I cannot 
believe that nobody saw 
anything or saw them - 
they walked out of the sop 
carrying a safe. 

“We have had a lot of sup¬ 
port from our customers 
since the incident.”

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Tragic toddler 
dies in lake fall

A TWO-YEAR-OLD girl has died 
two months after she fell into 
lake at Billing Aquadrome. 

Mandi Munhuwa, from 
Northampton, was found in a 
lake after being missing for a 
short time on Mother’s Day - 
March 10. 

In a blog set up to help Mandi 
and her family it says that Mandi 
was taken to the leisure resort 
by her father - Bothwell - but 
‘while [he] was inquiring about 
swings the ever exploratory 
Mandi sneaked out of the build¬ 
ing. She headed straight to the 
lake and unfortunately 
drowned’. 

Her mum was at the hairdress¬ 
ers at the time, having a special 
‘hairdo’ done for Mother’s Day. 

It also explained how she was 
found by a member of staff and 
needed an hour of resuscitation 
but ‘sustained significant brain 
damage’. 

Mandi was taken to 
Northampton General Hospital 
and later transferred to 
Glenfield Hospital in Leicester. 

She went on to receive treat¬ 
ment at Leicester Royal

Infirmary where she died on 
Friday evening. 

A spokesman for Pure Leisure 
Group, which owns Billing 
Aquadrome, said: “It goes with¬ 
out saying that our deepest 
sympathies go out to the family. 

“It is absolutely heart-wrench¬ 
ing.” 

An inquest and post mortem 
examination will be held in due 
course.

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New cabinet will ‘face up to tough challenges’

THE Leader-elect at the county 
council has revealed his pro¬ 
posed councillors for cabinet 
posts. 

Cllr Jim Harker, who has 
been voted as leader by the 
Conservative party, announced 
the eight positions on Tuesday.

Senior staff earn 
more than £1.8m

FIGURES show that 13 
employees at the county 
council earnt more than 
£100,000 in one year. 

In data released by the 
TaxPayers’ Alliance it shows 
that Northamptonshire 
County Council was paying 
more than £1.8 million for 
high-ranking staff in 2011/12. 

There was an increase of 
four staff earning more than 
£100,000 in comparison to 
2010/11. 

This has again reduced by 
half and there are currently 
six staff earning higher than 
that figure. 

The council said the sala¬ 
ries ‘reflect the responsibili¬ 
ties’ those staff have. 

It added that in 2008 senior 
management salaries were 
reduced and the current 
structure is being reviewed. 

Matthew Sinclair, chief 
executive of the TaxPayers’ 


Alliance, said: “Sadly, too 
many local authorities are 
still increasing the number of 
highly paid staff on their pay¬ 
roll, some of whom are given 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds in compensation just 
to move from one public sec¬ 
tor job to another.” 

A spokesman for 
Northamptonshire County 
Council said: 

“Northamptonshire County 
Council is responsible for an 
annual budget of more than 
£1 billion, has more than 
10,000 full-time posts and 
currently has six employees 
with salaries in excess of 
£ 100 , 000 . 

“Staff salaries reflect 
responsibilities associated 
with the posts, many of which 
require highly-qualified, pro¬ 
fessional staff, while being 
mindful of the necessity of 
providing value for money. 

“We are open about what 
our senior officers are paid 
and this information is easily 


available on our website. 
Northamptonshire has led 
the way nationally in ensur¬ 
ing residents have access to 
this information and our 
approach to transparency 
has been championed by the 
government. 

“The council’s current 
structure is the latest step in 
an ongoing review of our 
operating structure. 

“In 2008 as part of our effec¬ 
tive leadership review, we 
reduced the salary bands of 
all senior management roles 
and the pay policy is now 
aligned to the equivalent 
public sector benchmarks 
and not the private sector. 

“As a result of the review we 
made £1.8 million of savings. 

“We continued to build on 
this review with a new struc¬ 
ture launched in June 2011 
known as the target operat¬ 
ing model. 

“This saw fewer director 
posts and a reduction in the 
second tier of management.”

Residents win first 
battle against hostel

A PLAN to turn a former care 
home into a ‘hostel’ has been 
withdrawn by its applicants. 

Proposals were submitted to 
Northampton Borough 
Council to make Lakeview 
House in Churchill Avenue, 
Northampton, a 42-bed ‘hos¬ 
tel’. 

It was discovered last Friday 
that the applicants had decid¬ 
ed to withdraw the proposal. 

At a meeting last month, up 
to 200 residents voiced their 
opposition to the plans. 

It was planned that it would 
provide ‘short to medium 
term temporary accommoda¬ 
tion’ and a decision was 
expected to be made in the 
next couple of months. 

More than 200 letters of 
objection were sent to the 
council and more than 500 
people signed a petition 
against the plans. 

Northampton North MP 
Michael Ellis backed the resi¬ 
dents’ campaign against the 
proposal and said it was ‘great 
news’. 

Nicky Whitlock, who lives in 
the area, said she hoped the 
applicants would now recon-

sider keeping the building as a 
care home as it used to be. 

She said: “It’s first round to 
the Lakeview estate. We don’t 
think it’s gone away at any 
stretch of the imagination. 

“I think, as do many people 
around here, that the best 
thing to do would be to revert 
back to what it was. 

“It would need some bring¬ 
ing up to scratch but we know 
it is something that would fit 
in with the area. 


“We don’t know what they 
are going to do next but what 
we do is that people here are 
dead against the plans so far 
put forward.” 

Mr Ellis said: “It’s great 
news. The applicants came in 
to a tidal wave of opposition. 

“This was a completely 
unsuitable application. 

“We have to keep on top of 
any new application. I would 
hope that one would be more 
appropriate to the venue.”

Stuart Hazell, 37, of 
South London, has 
been jailed for life 
with a minimum sen¬ 
tence of 38 years for 
the murder of Tia. 

In an earlier victim 


impact statement he 
said: “The murder of 
my daughter Tia has 
shattered mine and 
my family’s hearts. 
We will never get our 
heads around what 
has happened to Tia. 

“My daughter Tia’s 
life has been taken 
from us all, as we will 
never get the oppor¬ 


tunity to share her 
13th, 16th, 18th or 
21st birthdays. We 
will never have the 
chance to see Tia 
walk down the aisle 
and get married, and 
have children. 

“We have all lost 
someone special.” 

Her body was found 
on August 10 last year.

The plea and case 
management hearing 
will now take place 
later in the month. 


Trial delay raises 
ministerial worry

AN MP has raised his con¬ 
cerns that an interpreter 
failed to show up for a quad¬ 
ruple murder suspect’s court 
hearing - delaying the case - 
with the Ministry of Justice. 

Michael Ellis, MP for 
Northampton North, this 
week spoke to Chris Grayling 
after hearing a translator did 
not show up for the plea and 
case management hearing of 
Anxiang Du. 

High Court Judge Mr Justice 
Julian Flaux said it was a 
‘complete disgrace’ at 
Nottingham Crown Court last 
Friday. 

Mr Du, 54, is accused of the 
murder of Jifeng ‘Jeff’ Ding, 
his wife Ge ‘Helen’ Chui and 
their two daughers, Alice, 12, 
and Xing, 18, who were found 
at their home in Pioneer Close, 
Wootton, in May 2011. 

Du, who was formally arrest¬ 
ed in February after being 
extradited to the UK from

Morocco, is yet to enter a plea 
to the charges. 

Mr Justice Flaux said his 
clerk had been told it was ‘not 
worthwhile’ for an interpreter 
to turn up for the hearing 
because they would ‘not make 
enough money’. 

Mr Ellis said Mr Grayling 
agreed to look into the matter. 

He said: “Mr Grayling was 
concerned and said he would 
be looking into it and would 
take appropriate action in due 
course.” 


Adjourning the hearing for 
two months, Mr Justice Flaux 
said: “I will be asking for a 
written explanation to explain 
what had happened. It is a 
complete disgrace.” 

Caroline Mooney, spokes¬ 
woman for Capita, said: “After 
the original interpreter 
booked to attend the hearing 
was unable to attend, Capita 
translation and interpreting 
worked to secure a replace¬ 
ment. 

“The replacement interpret¬ 
er could not attend until 
2.30pm and we communicat¬ 
ed this, in good time, to the 
court. 

“Capita at no time refused to 
arrange an interpreter to 
attend Nottingham Crown 
Court on cost or any other 
grounds.” 

His provisional trial date has 
been moved from August 5 to 
November 12. 

Mr Du was remanded into 
custody to next appear at 
Northampton Crown Court 
on July 19. 
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All tours include coach travel 
throughout with reserved 
seating and qualify hotel 
accommodation inclusive 
of dinner, bed and breakfast.

A PROLIFIC car thief lead 
police on a chase, reaching 
speeds of HOmph in a stolen 
BMW, through two counties. 

Jamie Kightley, 19, of Thorn 
Hill, Northampton, was first 
spotted by police in the stolen 
BMW at the McDonald’s drive 
thru in Towcester at 4am on 
March 6.

Michael Waterfield, prose¬

“He apparently hindered the 
passage of an ambulance in 
Bridge Street.” 

He continued through the 
town centre and narrowly 
avoided collision with other 
cars. 

Kightley sped towards 
Market Harborough, via^^

he drove through a J 
gate, into a field, 
where he and his 
passengers escaped 
from the car. 

He was later found 
by police, after a ^ 
footchase, hiding up a 
tree along the old 
Northampton to Market 
Harborough railway line. 

Mr Waterfield told 
Northampton Crown Court 
on Friday that Kightley had 
stolen the car from a house in 
Sandhurst Close, 


Northampton, which he had 
broken into to get the keys. 

He had attached false num¬ 
ber plates to the vehicle. 

Judge Richard Bray said: 
“Your route even took you 
into the town centre of 
Northampton where there 
were near collisions with 
other vehicles. You were di¬ 
squalified from driving at 
the time. 

“Sadly you have a 
k very bad record for 
ljust this sort of 
I offence - danger- 
I ous driving, aggra- 
’ vated vehicle tak¬ 
ing, disqualified. 
“You simply have 
not heeded any of the 
previous sentences.” 
Kightley was jailed for 21 
months for aggravated vehi¬ 
cle taking and a consecutive 
sentece of four months for 
driving while disqualified. 

He was also disqualified 
from driving for two years.

A GRANT of more 
than £9 million has 
been given to 
Silverstone for a her¬ 
itage project at the 
circuit. 

The British Racing 
Drivers’ Club (BRDC) 
and Silverstone 
Circuits Limited have 
been awarded a first 
round pass for a £9.1 
million bid to the 
Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF) for their project 
‘Silverstone Heritage 
Live’. 

The initial funding 
allocated by the HLF 
for this project is 
£446,068, to which the 
BRDC will add further 
cash and volunteer 
input to allow devel¬ 
opment work to a total 
value of almost 
£892,136 to be under¬ 
taken, helping the 
BRDC and Silverstone 
progress its plans to 
apply for the full grant 
in 2014. 

Silverstone Heritage 
Live, which is planned 


to open in 2016, will

us an opportunity to 
share this with motor¬ 
sport fans from 
around the World.”

CHRIS Hackett hopes to add anoth¬ 
er play-off promotion to his acco¬ 
lades when Northampton Town face 
Bradford City in the League Two 
promotion decider at Wembley on 
Saturday. 

The winger came on as a substitute 
for Millwall when they beat Swindon 
Town in the League One final in 
2010, and is eager for more glory. 

“Getting promoted at Wembley 
was probably a career high,” said 
Hackett. “It was a great achievement 
and I’d played a similar amount of 
games to this season, and to get pro¬ 
moted that game was a massive 
moment. 

“I’ve played there a couple of times 
in the last five years, and I know 
how big a day it is when you win and 
how massive that is. The flip is that 
it is disappointing when you don’t, 
but I realise what to expect and I’m 
really looking forward to playing at 
Wembley again and testing myself 
against a strong Bradford team.” 

Ups and 
downs 

LEWIS Hornby could find himself 
playing at Wembley as an 18-year- 
old for Northampton Town on 
Saturday, but is also learning to deal 
with the lows as well as the highs in 
professional football. 

The midfielder carried off the 
club’s Young Player of the Year acco¬ 
lade after impressing during his 26 
first team appearances this season. 

Hornby is likely to play at least 
some part in Saturday’s League Two 
play-off final against Bradford City, 
although there is one thing he will 
take more than anything from this 
season. 

“It will be just the ups and downs 
of football,” said Hornby. “One week 
you can be a hero, the next you can 
be the worst player in the world, but 
you’ve got to keep your head down, 
work hard and having the amount of 
games this year is going to help me 
next season. 

“You can play well one game and 
everyone expects you to do exactly 
the same the next game, and it’s not 
like that. You’ve got to deal with suc¬ 
cess and failure. Obviously you 
want success more than failure, but 
you’ve got to learn to deal with 
both.”

CLARKE Carlisle is perhaps the best person at 
Northampton Town to explain what exactly it is 
manager Aidy Boothroyd has done to effect the 
turn around from scrapping against relegation 
to being on the verge of promotion from League 
Two. 

The centre half was a member of Boothroyd’s 
Watford squad which won the 2006 
Championship play-off final to earn a place in 
the Premier League, although missed out on the 
3-0 win over Leeds United in the final due to 
injury. 

It was a result which was considered some¬ 
thing of an upset, particularly as the Hornets 
had been staring into the abyss of demotion to 
League One when the rookie manager took over 
the previous season. The situation was not too 
disimilar to the one Boothroyd faced when he 
replaced Gary Johnson at Northampton in 
November 2011. 

Carlisle played a big role in helping the Cobblers 
stay up during a loan spell that season, and has 
been amazed by the change effected since 
returning to Sixfields for a second spell, initially 
on loan from York City before signing an 
18-month contract in January. 

“What has been the biggest change for me has 
been in the physical presence, attitude and 
application of a lot of these guys here, and seeing 
them play with a freedom and ability to express 
themselves,” said Carlisle. 


“That’s what Aidy does, he gets the best out of 
players on a regular basis and it’s awesome to 
see. 

“The gaffer creates a working environment 
where every player is involved, respected and 
used. If you know a manager doesn’t

have his favourites and his cliques, he does put a 
lot of credence on your training as well as your 
performance levels then you’ll buy into that 
because you know you’ve always got a chance. 

“On top of that, when we do have our meetings 
and our training sessions, he listens to everyone 
and values they’re opinion. He might not always 
act on it, but he’ll listen and take it in, and when 


you know that you’re thoughts are listened to 
you feel like you’re part of a team and you’re not 
being dictated to.” 

Carlisle cites Kelvin Langmead as the best 
example of the changes which have occurred. 
His partner in the centre of defence took over as 
Cobblers captain this season and has been one 
of the outstanding performers, earning both the 
Players’ Player and Supporters Player of the 
Season club accolades. 

Langmead was also an ever-present in the side 
before a knee injury ruled him out of the final 
five weeks of the season, although he did make a 
cameo appearance as a striker in the second leg 
of the play-off semi-final victory away to 
Cheltenham Town. 

Such is Carlisle’s respect for the 28-year-old 
hat the first thing he did when Langmead came 
ton was to hand him back the captain’s armband, 
"e also hopes Langmead will be fit enough to 
:ad Northampton out, and lift the winner’s tro¬ 
phy, at Wembley in Saturday’s play-off final 
against Bradford City. 

Few would have dared to dream Town would 
find themselves in this situation just 18 months 
on from Boothroyd taking charge, but the man¬ 
ager is not simply happy with getting to a 
Wembley final. 

“The key motivating factor is that we’ve worked 
18 months to get to this point,” said Boothroyd. 
“But the most important thing for me is when I 
got to the club there was a real concern for me 
about where we would go and what we would do, 
more from the chairman and all the people who 
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can be done... 



work behind the scenes. Now we’ve got to a place 
where everybody is buzzing, really excited and 
looking forward to Wembley and what we might 
achieve. We’re certainly a club that is in the 
ascendancy and we’re a club that is going to get 
better and better. 

“What we’ve got is an opportunity to play at a 
higher and better level. We’ll be playing against 
some decent teams, we’ll have a lot of local der¬ 
bies and next season could be twice as good as 
this one. But is it ifs and huts, so what we’ve 
got to focus on is making sure we win that 
game.” 

The season could not have gone much 
better from Carlisle’s point of view, 
particularly as he initially intended to 
retire from football at the end of the 
2011-12 campaign to pursue a career 
in the media. 

He admits he was forced to drag him¬ 
self back into the game out of a need to 
pay the bills and was handed the chance by 
newly-promoted York City, signing a six-month 
contract. 

Boothroyd had always been keen for the 
33-year-old to return to Sixfields and eventually 
managed to get him back on a loan deal from 
York last November before signing him on a per¬ 
manent deal when the transfer window opened. 

In the end, it all worked out for both parties, 
but Carlisle knows they can go one better with 
victory over Bradford to earn a place in League 
One for next season. 

Although the anticipation is building amongst 


the club’s supporters ahead of Wembley, Carlisle 
insists it is more a case of keeping their focus for 
him and his Northampton team mates by ensur¬ 
ing they do not get too anxious ahead of the 
game. 

The squad visited Wembley on Tuesday to get a 
feel for the famous venue and are now stealing 
themselves from the outside world to concen¬ 
trate fully on the job in hand. However, Carlisle 
admits there is no way to control the natural 
human reactions when the big day finally 
arrives. 

If Northampton do go on to beat 
Bradford, there will inevitably be com¬ 
parisons drawn between this side and 
Boothroyd’s Watford team from seven 
years ago. 

But while Carlisle does not believe 
they can be directly compared, he sees 
similarities there which give him confi¬ 
dence the Cobblers will go on to be victori¬ 
ous and win promotion to the third tier of 
English football after a four-season absence. 

“All successful teams have certain similar 
traits and work ethic is always one, as is the 
togetherness of the squad, on and off the pitch,” 
said Carlisle. “This team actually surpasses the 
Watford side in both of those. 

“Individual abilities and differing formations 
mean you can’t really compare the actually 
team and their play, but the dynamic of the 
squad - there is so much more than I experi¬ 
enced in that dressing room at Watford, and 
that’s why I’m so confident.”

The Golf GTD is not merely a GTI with lower 
running costs. The torquier engine gives it a very 
different feel and you’ll drive it in a different way.

ADEBAYO Akinfenwa has a 
sense of unfinished business 
heading into Saturday’s 
League Two play-off final with 
Bradford City. 

The talismanic striker’s 16 
league goals have helped fire 
the Cobblers into the play-offs 
just one season after they man¬ 
aged to narrowly avoid relega¬ 
tion to the Blue Square Premier. 

Akinfenwa hopes the side can 
take the next step and return to 
League One after a four-season 
absence, particularly as he was 
part of the side which was rele¬ 
gated in 2009 during his first 
spell at Sixfields. 

“Everybody knows how I feel 
about Northampton as a foot¬ 
ball club and coming back here 
to succeed was my number one 
aim,” said Akinfenwa. 

“Unfortunately I was part of 
the team that got relegated, so 
it would be a good thing to get 
promoted. 

“It didn’t happen in the first 
season, but this season we’re 
fighting for promotion so one 
more 90 minute performance is 
what we need. 

“You always want to better 
whatever you’ve done and 
being relegated with 
Northampton does leave a bit¬ 
ter taste in your mouth when 
you look back on the four-and- 
a-half years I have been here. 

“I would love to get promoted 
here, and with the squad and 
the fans we have got here it 
would be a nice feeling.” 

Akinfenwa was welcomed 
back to Northampton with 
open arms by the club’s sup¬ 
porters when he rejoined on a 
two-year contract in May 2011, 


just over a year after leaving for 
fellow League Two side 
Gillingham. 

A return of 37 goals in 88 
league appearances during his 
first spell helped establish him 
as a terrace hero and he has 
been equally as prolific second 
time around. 

Saturday will be the first time 
the 31-year-old has played at 
Wembley - “The holy grail of 
football pitches,” as Akinfenwa, 
whose father lives five minutes 
from the ground, describes it - 
although he is no stranger to 
big occasions. 

He has won domestic cup 
competitions in Lithuania with 
FK Atlantas and in Wales with 
Barry Town, while the high¬ 
light of his career to date 
remains scoring the winner for 
Swansea City in their Football 
League Trophy triumph over 
Carlisle United at the 
Millennium Stadium in 2006. 

That season ended in the dis¬ 
appointment of losing to 
Barnsley in a penalty shoot¬ 
out, in which Akinfenwa 
missed a spot kick, in the 
League One play-off final. He is 
determined to ensure history 
does not repeat this weekend. 

“You go through trials, tribu¬ 
lations, success and failure in 
life, and you have to try and 
learn from it,” said Akinfenwa. 

“I’ve learnt from it and it’s a 
feeling I do not want to feel 
again in football. 

“Only football can do that; 
four weeks prior to that we 
were winners and then I was 
missing a penalty and we didn’t 
get promotion. I’ve played in 
big games and I’d like to think I 
have learnt from it. 

“I’m going into the game try¬ 
ing not to have that feeling 
again and it would be nice to 
get a win in a play-off final, so 
that’s what we’re going for.”

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Saints motivated 
by words of critics

TOM Wood is happy for the critics to 
keep writing Northampton Saints off 
as it will only serve to give them fur¬ 
ther motivation to go on and lift the 
Aviva Premiership title. 

The Saints defied the naysayers to 
book their place in the showpiece final 
at Twickenham for the first time in 
their history courtesy of a 27-13 win 
away to league leaders Saracens in the 
semi-finals on Sunday. 

Jim Mallinder’s men now have a first- 
ever trip to the league title showdown 
on Saturday May 25 where they will 
face East Midlands rivals Leicester 
Tigers, and Wood admitted the words 
of the doubters had served to fuel the 
fire. 

“The backs against the wall thing and 
the fact we have been written off has 
been a motivator for us all year,” said 
Wood. 

“We’ve taken some home records 
away from people, we went to Ulster on 
the back of a really disappointing result 
and produced the goods out there, and 
did the same against Wasps and that’s 
what it’s about. 

“It’s also about backing our bench, 
backing our fitness and knowing we 
could really get out of the blocks early 
on, and knowing that’s what it would 
take to win. By taking the lead, taking 
the initiative and dictating to them 
early on, that’s how we could really 
build.” 

‘Why not us?’ has been the mantra of 
the Saints squad during the second 
half of the season, particularly after 
elimination from European competi¬ 
tion and the LV= Cup meant their sole 
focus was on the Premiership. 

Sunday’s result means they have 
taken a step closer to banishing their 
reputation of nearly men after three 


consecutive semi-final defeats, but it 
came as no surprise to director of rugby 
Mallinder. 

“We’ve always been capable of that 
and I look back even to this season,” 
said Mallinder. “We lost very closely to 
Saracens at Milton Keynes in a very 
close game, we went to Harlequins and 
lost by three points at The Stoop, which 
is a difficult place to go. 

“We know we’re up there and if you 
see some of the individual performanc¬ 
es by those players, it shows we are get¬ 
ting better.” 

Wood was not surprised either due to 
the talent in the group, although 
admitted their previous failings had 
been down to them struggling to find 
top form, particularly for a full 80 min¬ 
utes. 

Nine-time Premiership champions 
Leicester romped into the final courte¬ 
sy of a 33-16 victory over defending 
champions Harlequins in the other 
semi-final on Saturday and will start as 
favourites to lift a tenth title. 

But Northampton being given the 
underdog tag is just fine by Wood, after 
all, it is a label they have been given all 
season. 

“That suits us,” said Wood. “It’s not 
about what is said outside the camp, it’s 
about inner belief and the intrinsic 
nature of what we do. That’s what we 
pride ourselves on, we’ve shown a bit of 
it and that should fill us with confi¬ 
dence, but we know it will be a different 
challenge. 

“They’re very comfortable in a semi¬ 
final and final environment, they’ve 
been there more than anybody and 
they’ve got some big match players so 
we will have to go up another level. 

“Leicester are pretty comfortable in 
this environment and have exposed us 
once already this season. Hopefully we 
can shock them with our intensity early 
on and put a hold on the game, then 
who knows? 

“It’s just 80 minutes and anything can 
happen on the day.”

AIDY Boothroyd believes his pre¬ 
vious experience of a play-off final 
is helping keep him in a relaxed 
frame of mind as Northampton 
Town prepare to face Bradford 
City in Saturday’s League Two pro¬ 
motion decider. 

The Cobblers boss led Watford to 
an unexpected triumph in the 
Championship play-offs seven 
years ago during his first full sea¬ 
son in charge of the Hornets and is 
aiming to do the same with his cur¬ 
rent side. 

Boothroyd is doing his best to stay 
as level-headed as possible and not 
allow his squad to get caught up in 
the emotion of the occasion. Having 
been there before, he is well aware 
of what the situation requires.
